While at Porto Rico and during the 
voy ag e returning on the Obdam, on which 
steamer were General Miles and staff, two 
battalions of the Second reg iment of W is­ 
consin volunteers, I learned the following 
facts concerning the Cuban and Porto 
Rican ex peditions. In the first place, let 
me say that the war has closed, after be­ 
ing conducted larg ely as General Miles 
stilted publicly at the beg inning of the 
war that it would be. The statement was 
put)licly made, and a g eneral order was 
issued by him as commander of the Amer­ 
ican army , In which the plan he ha.s 
striven to 
pursue 
was 
foreshadowed, 
namelv, seeking to accomplish results 
with the least possible loss of life. In an 
interview m the latter part of May he 


*^‘ The United States g overnment Is too 
strong , too g reiit and too powerful to com­ 
mit any foolish act in connection with the 
pronoBeti invasion of Cuba.”

Referring to the proposed rush to the 
fever stricken city of Havana, he said: 
“ No officer is fit to command troops 
who, from any motive whatever, would 
neiMlleesly risk the life of a slnffle soldier, 
either from disease or the bullets of the 
enemy . I have never sacrificed the lives 
of men under ray command and do not 
propose to submit them to any unneces- 
sjirv risks in the present campaig n.”

Howev er, before 
this expedition w as eq uipped calls w ere made 
for additional forces to g o to S a nti^ o , and 
they w ere Im m ediately forw arded,

8, General S hafter te le g ra ph ^ th a t his l o ^ 
had been g reatly underestim ated; th a t n 
m et w ith strong er resistance than he had an­ 
ticipated, and th a t he was strong ly consider­

U nder such circum stances G eneral M il^ 
teleg raphed G eneral Shafter th a t he would be 
w ith him w ithin a week w ith strong rein­ 
forcem ents, of course, taking th e troops p ^ 
pared for the second expedition, which n ^ 
been ordered by the president to o i^rate 
ag ainst the enem y in Cuba as well as 
Rico.

A p« 'ople who hav e endured the 
sev erity of Hpanish rule for four t^ntu riet 
hail thè protection of the g n^at republic. One 
of the richest s» *ctions of the coim try ov er 
which our flag now floats has been addl'd and 
sv ili be of lasting v alue to our nation, politi- 
■ally, com mercially and from a m ilitary or 
•iirateg ic point of v iew, Pos.s« ;ssion of th at 
island has also renderetl any fu rth er resist­ 
ance of the Spanish forces in Cuba hopeless, 
and General Miles firmly believ es th at by fair 
and ju st treatm ent the people of Cuba can be 
as easy controlled, either as a friendly ally and 
neig hbor or to become a part of our own 
country, as the people of Porto Rico. 
General Miles rem ained in Porto Rico as 
long as he deemed his presence necessary for 
carrying out the wnshes of the president, and 
now retu rns to the U nited States, bring ing 
w ith him nearly .5,000 men, w'ho are no long er 
n'q uired, there being .some 12,000 still rem ain­ 
ing , amply sufficient for all purposes. He re­ 
turns at once to W ashing ton, w here he be­ 
liev es he (iun be most useful, as he considers 
the most im ixirtant need of the hour now to 
be the im m ediate reduction of w ar expenses, 
and the retu rn of as larg e a portion of tho.se 
in the

Miles* was given to the reporters on 
board of the Obdam on arrivingyester- 
dav. It is in the form of ft Inter, in 
which General Miles is mentioned in 
the third person: 
While at Porto Rico and during the 
voyage returning on the Obdam, on which 
steamer were General Miles and staff, two 
battalions of the Second regiment of Wis­ 
consin volunteers, I learned the following 
facts concerning the Cuban and Porto 
Rican expeditions. In the first place, let 
me say that the war has closed, after be­ 
ing conducted largely as General Miles 
stilted publicly at the beginning of the 
war that it would be. The statement was 
publicly made, and a general order was 
issued by him as commander of the Amer­ 
ican army, in which the plan he has 
striven to pursue was foreshadowed 
namely, seeking to accomplish results 
with the least possible loss of life. In an 
interview rn the latter part of May he 
jinLl • 
“The United States government Is too 
strong, too great and too powerful to com­ 
mit any foolish act rn connection with the 
proposed invasion of Cuba.” 
Referring to the proposed rush to the 
fever stricken city of Havana, he said: 
“No officer is fit to command troops 
who, from any motive whatever, would 
needlessly risk the life of a single soldier, 
either from disease or the bullets of the 
enemy. I have never sacrificed the lives 
of men under my command and do not 
propose to submit them to any unneces­ 
sary risks in the present campaign.” 
In tile order issued to the army at an 
early date, he directed that: 
“livery officer, of whatever grade, will, 
so far as may be in his power, guard and 
preserve the hoftlth find wGlf&rp of tlmso 
under his charge. He m ust labor dili­ 
gently and zealously to perfect himself 
and his subordinates In m ilitary drill in­ 
struction and discipline, and above all he 
must con stan tly endeavor by precept and 
example to m aintain the highest charac­ 
ter. to foster and stimulate that true sol­ 
dierly and patriotic devotion to duty 
which must characterize an effective army. 
The principles thus enunciated have 
been zealously observed from the first. 
Owing to the fact that the season for

country, as the people of Porto Rico. 
General Miles remained in Porto Rico as 
long as he deemed his presence necessary for 
carrying out the wishes of the president, and 
now returns to the United States, bringing 
with him nearly 5,000 men, who are no longer 
required, there being some 12,000 still remain­ 
ing, amply sufficient for all purposes. He re­ 
turns at once to Washington, where he be 
lie vee he can be most useful, as he considers 
the most important need of the hour now to 
be the immediate reduction of war expenses, 
and the return of as large a portion of those 
in the in Ii ary service as possible to their 
former occupations, where they are most 
needed.

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WAS IN COMMAND AT SANTIAGO. 


N e w Y o r k , Sept. 8 .— The following 
statement, emanating from 
General 
Mi leu. was given to the reporters on 
board of the Obdam on arriviim yester­ 
day. It is in the form of a biter, in 
w hich General Miles is mentioned in 
the third perron: 
While at Porto Rico and during the 
voyage returning on the Obdam, on which 
steamer were General Miles and staff, two 
battalions of the Second regiment of Wis­ 
consin volunteers, I learned the following 
facts concerning the Cuban and Porto 
Rican expeditions. In the first place, let 
me say that the war has closed, after be­ 
ing conducted largely as General Miles 
stated publicly at the beginning of the 
war th at it would be. The statement was 
publicly made, and a general order was 
issued by him as commander of the Amer­ 
ican army, in which the plan he has 
striven to pursue was foreshadowed, 
namely, seeking to accomplish results 
with the least possible loss of life. In an 
interview in the latter part of May he 
said: 
“The United States government is too 
strong, too great and too powerful to com­ 
mit nny foolish act in connection with the 
proposed invasion of Cuba.” 
Referring to the proposed rush to the 
fever stricken city of Havana, he said: 
“No officer is fit to command troops 
who, from any motive whatever, would 
needlessly risk the life of a single soldier, 
either from disease or the bullets of the 
enemy. I have never sacrificed the lives 
of men under my command and do not 
propose to submit thorn to any unneces­ 
sary risks in the present campaign.” 
In the order issued to the army at an 
early date, he directed that: 
“livery officer, of whatever grade, will, 
so far as may be in his power, guard and 
preserve the health and welfare of those 
under his charge. He must labor dili­ 
gently and zealously to perfect himself 
ami his subordinates in military drill in­ 
st ruction and discipline, and above all he 
must constantly endeavor by precept and 
example to m aintain the highest charac­ 
ter. to foster and stimulate that true sol­ 
dierly and patriotic devotion to duty 
which must characterize an effective army. 
The principles thus enunciated have 
been zealously observed from the first. 
O w ing to the fact that the season for 
, a m p aig n in * fn Cuba had been exhausted 
in debates and delay in congress and in 
necessary preparations, General Miles was 
opposed to rushing an ill-prepared, undis­ 
ciplined and unequipped army in a move­ 
m ent against the capital of Cuba, defend­ 
ed by 100,000 trained Spanish troops, and 
in th is position he stood practically alone 
for several weeks. Havana, Matanzas, 
S an tiag o and a few other points were 
drawn on his m ilitary map as hotbeds of 
disease, destructive 
to an army, and 
places to avoid, especially during the 
sickly season. 
When finally called upon to submit a 
plan of campaign he did so and put it in 
writing. In substance he took the stand, 
fir st, that every effort should be made to 
equip the Cubans and thereby enable 
them to harass the Spanish forces. The 
cry of ‘‘on to Havana” should be encour­ 
aged, but when the transports, loaded 
with troops, were out of sight of land 
they should sail as straight as steam 
power could bear them to the gate of the 
Antilles and the key of the whole posi­ 
tion—Porto Rico—then, having seized and 
occupied that island, a movement to Cuba 
was to follow by means of a strong cav- 
aly force, which was to be organized and 
equipped by August or September. He 
contemplated that <20,000 cavalry thrown 
to the center of Cuba, cutting the Spanish 
forces in two and moving west to Havana, by 
the time the rainy season was over, and it 
would he possible to manouvre an army, we 
oould move against that city a well organized, 
well equipped and well disciplined army and 
complete the capture of the Spanish forces. 
The enclosure of Cervera’s fleet in the harbor 
of Santiago changed the conditions and made 
it necessary to move a military force to that 
point. 
General Miles, w hile at Tam pa organizing 
the expedition, felt the im portance of the en­ 
terprise so greatly th a t he requested perm is­ 
sion to accom pany th a t expedition or to im ­ 
m ediately organize another to join it.

The m eeting w as held, and after 
some conversation between General Shafter 
and General Total, General Miles frankly in­ 
formed the Spanish general that he had left 
Washington six days before and that it wa® 
then the determ ination of the governm ent 
that this portion of the Spanish arm y m ust 
I** captured or destroyed. He also inform ed 
the Spanish general th at his reinforcem ents 
had arrived w ith him, th a t some of these 
forces had already disem barked and the re­ 
mainder would be disem barked on the w ast 
8 <• of the harbor, and th a t it was useless for 
I rn to contend against the inevitable. These 
I airp o rts could also be plainly seen by the 
"Punish from Morro castle and other pointe. 
General Toral replied th a t so long as he had 
rations and am m unition he had to fight in 
arder to m aintain the honor of the Spanish 
army. 
In response to that he was inform ed th a t he 
had already m aintained the honor of the 
Spanish arm y and th a t fu rth e r efforts would 
be useless, and would result in the w anton 
sacrifice of human life. He then said th a t he 
was waiting to hear from his governm ent, 
and was inform ed by General Miles th a t he 
had already taken m uch tim e for th a t p u r­ 
pose. and would be given until daylight of the 
following morning, it being then 3 o’clock, to 
submit his final answer. He begged for longer 
time, and earnestly requested until 12 o’clock 
next day. This was finally granted by Gen­ 
eral Miles, the m eeting dissolved and the 
officers separated. On retu rn in g from this 
conference a dispatch was received by Gen­ 
eral Miles from W ashington, as follows: 
“Washington, Ju ly 13.1808. 
“Major General Mi lbs—You may accept 
surrender by granting parole to officers and 
men, the officers retaining th eir side arm s, 
the officers and men a fte r parole to be per­ 
m itted to retu rn to Spain, the U nited States 
assisting. If not accepted, then assault, unless 
in your judgm ent an assault would fail. 
Consult with Sampson and pursue such course 
as to the assault as you jointly agree upon. 
M atter should be settled prom ptly. 
“ R. A. Alg er,Secretary of W ar.” 
This, the statem ent says, does not look as if 
General Miles was there as a visitor. He wag 
charged w ith responsibility of ordering an as­ 
sault upon the entrenchm ents and fortifica­ 
tions of an arm y, which, if successful, would 
have cost at least 5,000 lives, or of withhold­ 
ing the assault if in his judgm ent such an as 
sault would fail. 
No greater discretion w as ever given to any 
general com manding an arm y, and w hat is 
more, as will be observed, he was authorized 
to accept the surrender, which in the interest 
of his subordinates, he generously declined to 
do, and w ent away leaving all the honor to his 
next in rank, General Shafter. 
On the m orning succeeding the first in te r­ 
view, a letter was received from General 
Toral, of which the following is a literal 
translation: 
“ S a n t i a g o db C u b a , July 14. 
“General-in-Chief of the A m erican forces: 
“ H o n o r e d 
S i r —His excellency, the gen­ 
eral-in-chief of the arm y of the island of Cuba, 
telegraphs from H avana yesterday at 7 p. rn. 
the follow ing: 
“Believing the business of such im portance 
as the capitulation of th a t place to be known 
and decided upon by the governm ent of his 
m ajesty, I give you notice th at I have sent the 
conditions of your telegram asking an imm e­ 
diate answer, and enabling you also to show 
this to the general of the American arm y to 
see >f he will agree to aw ait the answ er of the 
governm ent, w hich cannot be as soon as the 
tim e which he has decided, as com munication 
by way of Berm uda is m ore slow than by 
Key West. In the m eanw hile your honor and 
the general of the A m erican arm y may agree 
upon capitulation on the basis of rep a tri­ 
ation. [R eturning to Spain ] 
•‘I have the honor to tran sm it this to you 
th a t in case you m ay consider the foregoing 
satisfactory that he m ay designate persons in 
representation of him self who, w ith those in 
my name, may agree to clauses of the capitu­ 
lation upon the basis of retu rn in g to Spain, 
accepted already in the beginning by the 
general-in-chief of this arm y. A waiting a re­ 
ply, I am, very respecfully. your servaut, 
“JOBB TORAL, etc.” 
A t the meeting on the following day, Gen­ 
eral Toral stated th at he was prepared to su r­ 
render w ith the approval of the captain gen­ 
eral of Cuba, b u t it would require a little tim e 
to have his acts confirm ed by the home gov­ 
ernm ent: that in the m eantim e he was pre­ 
pared to appoint commissioners to arrange 
the clauses of the capitulation. Not only this, 
he offered to surren d er the balance of his 
command, which had not been under fire d u r­ 
ing the campaign. The rem arkable offer was 
on his motion and was in the nature of a sur­ 
prise to the American generals present. How­ 
ever. at the conference of the day previous. 
General Miles had rem inded him that he had 
been tendered the most liberal term s ever of­ 
fered to an enemy: th a t his fleet was destroyed 
and they were 3.000 miles from home. Toral’a 
offer could be accounted for in one of two 
ways—either th a t the troops were w anted at 
hom e to m eet a threatened revolution or th at 
they w anted to get home and regarded this as 
the only means of doing so a t the expense of 
th e United States. W hether Blanco and the 
rest of the Spanish forces in Cuba would have 
surrcndcrod on the same term s is not now 
and perhaps may never be known. 
The place of landing the P orto Rican expe­ 
dition had been so thoroughly advertised in 
communications sent over the French cable 
and in the new spapers of our own country, 
and telegraphed to M adrid, and from there to 
San Juan, that not having received the neces­ 
sary appliances w ith which to disembark, 
General Miles decided after leaving the W ind­ 
w a r d p a s s a g e , to change his course and land 
on the south side of Porto Rico, where the 
Spaniards were the least prepared and the 
least expecting to receive him, and where he 
knew the disem barkation of the troop® and

The island of Porto Rico was fairly won by 
th** right of conquest and has become a part 
of the Unit***! States. The sentim ent of the 
people wa* in no sense outraged by invaders, 
but on the contrary was successfully pro­ 
pitiated. 
A people who have endured the 
severity of Spanish rule for four centuries 
hail the protection of the groat republic. One 
of the richest sections of the country over 
which our flag now floats has been added and 
will be of lasting value to our nation, politi­ 
cally, com mercially and from a m ilitary or 
strategic point of view. Possession of th at 
island has also rendered any fu rth er resist­ 
ance of the Spanish forces in Cuba hopeless, 
and General Miles firmly believes th at by fair 
and just treatm ent the people of Cuba can be 
as easy controlled, either as a friendly ally and 
«eighbor or to become a p art of our own 
country, as the people of Porto Rico. 
General Miles rem ained in Porto Rico as 
long as he deemed his presence necessary for 
carrying out the whishes of the president, and 
now retu rn s to the U nited States, bringing 
w ith him nearly 5,000 men, who are no longer 
required, there being some 12,000 still rem ain­ 
ing, amply sufficient for all purposes. He re­ 
turns at once to W ashington, w here he be­ 
lieves he can be most useful, as he considers 
the most im portant need of the hour now to 
be the im m e d ia te reduction of w ar expenses, 
and the retu rn of as large a portion of those 
in the rn Ii ary service as possible to their 
form er occupations, w here they are m ost 
needed. 
General Miles admitted to the Associe 
ated Press reporter who interviewed 
him while the Obdam was lying off 
Liberty island the substantial accuracy 
of the 'statements attributed to him by 
the Kansas City Star's correspondent 
at Ponce, Porto Rico. 
He said he had asked that the troops 
be allowed to parade in New York, but 
had been refused.

As soon as possible this force of 
13 battleships should be made 20, and 
not before 30 are snpplied can onr war 
establishment be called satisfactory in 
this ty pe. 
In no particular have the teachings 
of the war been more striking than in 
their demonstration of the value of 
armored cruisers. Our only examples 
of this ty pe now are the New York and 
Brookly n, bnt their services during the 
late war were most valuable. 
Of protected cruisers we can hardly 
speak 
too highly , 
considering that 
Dewey ’s great victory at Manila was 
chiefly won by them. Yet we cannot be 
said to need more of them now. Strong 
in this class before the war, we added 
two of the finest of them, the New Or­ 
leans and the Albany , and some of our 
auxiliary vessels if retained will also 
swell the list Besides, the new armor­ 
ed cruisers would be taster than most 
of the protected cruisers. 
The monitors did well by us in the 
war, and the Monterey and Monadnock, 
although intended only tor coast de­ 
fense, crossed the Pacific. 
Still, with 
the 6 double turrets now in commis­ 
sion, the 12 single turrets which have 
been rej^ired and made serviceable and 
the 3 war monitors ordered at the last 
session of congress we shall have all of 
this ty pe of vessels immediately needed. 
We incline to think also that when 
the 28 torpedo boats and destroy ers, for 
which bids are to be opened at once are 
put under contract, we shall feel rea­ 
sonably equipped in that class. 
We 
shall then have surpassed our original 
torpedo boat programme, and the events 
of the recent war have rather tended to 
diminish the prestige of these craft. 
They have a sphere of great usefulness 
of their own, but in making further ad­ 
ditions to our torpedo flotilla we shall 
probably never feel the need again of 
adding 28 at a single stroke. 
We shall doubtless take care to keep 
ourselves supplied w ith repair ships 
like the Vulcan, hospital ships like the 
Solace, transports and colliers. 
It will 
not be 8urpri.sng to find that the war 
has evolved some new ty pes of vessel, 
and armored mortar boats for harbors, 
which will carry the line of defence by 
heavy mortars out bey ond the range of 
shore forts, have already been suggest­ 
ed.—New York Sun.

in those parts. 
The need of a good steaming radius 
has been emphasized by the war, notably 
by what was demanded of the Oregon 
in her long run, and good bunker ca­ 
pacity will be among the leading feat­ 
ures of onr futnre battleships. Since 
for high speed and great radius of ac­ 
tion more space is required for ma­ 
chinery and coal, it follows that onr 
battleships hereafter will be larger than 
those hitherto built Fortunately the 
superior hardness of the latest armor 
will furnish adequate protection from 
plates less thick than the old ones. 
We now have the battleships Iowa, 
Indiana, Oregon, Massachusetts and 
Texas; building and perhaps to be 
ready by or before the end of next year, 
the Kearsarge, Kentucky, Illinois, Ala­ 
bama and Wisconsin; authorized but 
not laid down, the Maine, Missouri and 
Ohio. As soon as possible this force of 
13 battleships should be made 20, and 
not before 30 are supplied can onr war 
establishment be called satisfactory in 
this type. 
In no particular have the teachings 
of the war been more striking than in 
their demonstration of the value of 
armored cruisers. Onr only examples 
of this type now are the New York and 
Brooklyn, bnt their services daring the 
late war were most valuable. 
Of protected cruisers we can hardly 
speak 
too highly, considering that 
Dewey’s great victory at Manila was 
chiefly won by them. Yet we cannot be 
said to need more of them now. Strong 
in this class before the war, we added 
two of the finest of them, the New Or­ 
leans and the Albany, and some of onr 
auxiliary vessels if retained will also 
swell the list Besides, the new armor-' 
od cruisers would be laster than most 
of the protected cruisers. 
The monitors did well by us in the 
war, and the Monterey and Monadnock, 
although intended only for coast de­ 
fense, crossed the Pacific. Still, with 
the 6 double turrets now in commis­ 
sion, the 12 single turrets which have 
been repaired and made serviceable and 
the 3 war monitors ordered at the last 
session of congress we shall have all of 
this type of vessels immediately needed. 
We incline to think also that when 
the 28 torpedo boats and destroyers, for 
which bids are to be opened at once are 
put under contract, we shall feel rea­ 
sonably equipped in that class. We 
shall then have surpassed onr original 
torpedo boat programme, and the events 
of the recent war have rather tended to 
diminish the prestige of these craft. 
They have a sphere of great usefulness 
of their own, bnt in making further ad­ 
ditions to our torpedo flotilla we shall 
probably never feel the need again of 
adding 28 at a single stroke. 
We shall doubtless take care to keep 
ourselves supplied with repair ships 
like the Vulcan, hospital ships like the 
Solaoe, transports and colliers. It will 
not be surprising to find that the war 
has evolved some new types of vessel, 
and armored mortar boats for harbors, 
which will carry the line of defence by 
heavy mortars oat beyond the range of 
shore forts, have already been suggest­ 
ed.—New York Sun.

With all its superiority in distances 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliance. A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per­ 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 
It is not known that the heliographs 
system has ever been in use on ship' 
board, and the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown up on the sky has 
proved effective for communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot and dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.—Lippin* 
oott’a.

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For the first lime since the new steel 
fleet was begun we have the experience 
of actual war to guide us in its enlarge­ 
ment, Such modifications therefore as 
we shall make in our programme will 
be those suggested by our contest with 
Spain and by the results of that contest 
iii enlarging our domains. 
To begin with, we shall hereafter 
give oar battleships higher speed, great­ 
er coal endurance and a larger ratio of 
plated surface. Of the value of battle­ 
ships there can be no doubt. 
At Santi­ 
ago our vessels of that class had only 
armored cruisers to contend with, but 
in another war they may have to fight 
ships of their own type. We must add 
at least three knots to their speed, and 
instead of the 15 or 16 knots hitherto 
contracted for must demand 18 or 19. 
Another suggestion, arising from the 
great damage which can be done by 
shells, is that 
instead of confining 
armor to what are called vital parts 
plates thick enough to keep out the fire 
of small rapid fire guns should extend 
throughout the ships. Certain parts of 
a battleship can, indeed, be shot away 
without destroying her power to keep 
afloat and use her guns, but great loss 
of life may follow from exploding shells 
in those parts. 
The need of a good steaming radius 
has been emphasized by the war, notably 
by what was demanded of the Oregon 
in her long run, and good bunker ca­ 
pacity will be among the leading feat­ 
ures of our future battleships. Since 
for high speed and great radius of ac­ 
tion more space is required for ma­ 
chinery and coal, it follows that our 
battleships hereafter will be larger than 
those hitherto built Fortunately the 
superior hardness of the latest armor 
will furnish adequate protection from 
plates less thick than the old ones. 
We now have the battleships Iowa, 
Indiana, Oregon, Massachusetts and 
Texas; building and perhaps to be 
ready by or before the end of next year, 
the Kearsarge, Kentucky, Illinois, Ala­ 
bama and Wisconsin; authorized but 
not laid down, the Maine, Missouri and 
Ohio. As soon as possible this force of 
13 battleships should be made 20, and 
not before 30 are supplied oan our war 
establishment be called satisfactory in 
this type. 
In no particular have the teachings 
of the war been more striking than in 
their demonstration of the value of 
armored cruisers. Our only examples 
of this type now are the New York and 
Brooklyn, but their services daring the 
late war were most valnabla 
Of protected cruisers we can hardly 
speak 
too highly, considering that 
Dewey’s great victory at Manila was 
chiefly won by them. Yet we cannot be 
said to need more of them now. Strong 
in this class before the war, we added 
two of the finest of them, the New Or­ 
leans and the Albany, and some of oar 
auxiliary vessels if retained will also 
swell the list Besides, the new armor­ 
ed cruisers would be laster than most 
of the protected cruisers. 
The monitors did well by us in the 
war, and the Monterey and Monadnock, 
although intended only for coast de­ 
fense, crossed the Pacific. Still, with 
the 6 double turrets now in commis­ 
sion, the 12 single turrets which have 
been repaired and made serviceable and 
the 3 war monitors ordered at the last 
session of congress we shall have all of 
this type of vessels immediately needed. 
We incline to think also that when 
the 28 torpedo boats and destroyers, for 
which bids are to be opened at once are 
put under contract, we shall feel rea­ 
sonably equipped in that class. We 
shall then have surpassed our original 
torpedo boat programme, and the events 
of the recent war have rather tended to 
diminish the prestige of these craft. 
They have a sphere of great usefulness 
of their own, bot in making further ad­ 
ditions to our torpedo flotilla we shall 
probably never feel the need again of 
adding 28 at a single stroke. 
We shall doubtless take care to keep 
ourselves supplied with repair ships 
like the Vulcan, hospital ships like the 
Solace, transports and colliers. It will 
not be surprising to find that the war 
has evolved some new types of vessel, 
and armored mortar boats for harbors, 
which will carry the line of defence by 
heavy mortars out beyond the range of 
shore torts, have already been suggest­ 
ed.—New York Sun.

With all its superiority in distances 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliance. A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 
It is not known that the heliographs 
system has ever been in use on ship­ 
board, and the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the flashlight 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown up on the sky has 
proved effective for communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was reported a 
few years ago by two British ships, 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot and dash flashes on the 
sky from their searchlights.—Lippiu* 
oott’s.

Co mpany E arriv ed ho me sho rtly after 
noon to day and the welco me they re­ 
ceiv ed wo nld make glad the heart o f 
any so ldier. 
Wh en th e train arriv ed at th e station 
fuily 6.000 p eop le h ad gath ered to p ay 
tribute to th e boy s wh o went forth to 
serv e th eir conntry , and for ov er four 
month s did th eir dnty in a manner th at 
won for th em th e admiration of th e p eo­ 
p le and made th e name of th e Eigh th 
rejiiment famous among th e list of v ol­ 
unteers. 
Sh ortly after noon th e fire bell rang to 
announce to th e p eop le th at th e train 
was coming, and in a sh ort time almost 
ev ery wh istle in th e town was blowing, 
wh ile th e streets were th ronged with 
p eop le h arry ing to th e station. 
Th e band was p resent and wh en th e 
train p ulled, in p lay ed “ Home, Sweet 
Home.” Th e Red Cross society and 
Sons of Veterans were also p resent in a 
body . 
It wonld be imp ossible to describe th e 
scenes at th e station. Peop le p ush ed 
and p ulled to get a sigh t of th e ones 
th ey lov ed and p andemonium reigned 
sup reme. Many ey es were wet with 
tears wh ile oth ers gav e way to th eir joy 
by giv ing v ent to ch eer after ch eer. 
Cap tain Hill made no attemp t to take 
th e comp any from th e train in any ­ 
th ing like order and th e boy s were 
giv en p riv ilege to go wh ere and do wh at 
th ey p leased. It was fully h alf an h our 
before th e boy s were able to reach 
Second street, and, alth ough , carriages 
h ad been p rov ided, but few of th e boy s 
av ailed th emselv es of th e op p ortunity 
and were taken h ome by th eir lov ed 
ones. 
Many of th em h ad grown foil beards 
since th ey left th e city and were not 
recognized by ev en th eir nearest rela­ 
tiv es and many p ath etic scenes were en­ 
acted. 
A number of p ersons went to Wells- 
v ille and boarded th e train at th at 
p oint, and were giv en a h earty welcome 
by th e boy s. Between h ere and th at 
city th e residents of ev ery h ouse were 
out wav ing h andkerch iefs and flags. To 
a rep resentativ e o f th e N ews R eview 
Cap tain Hill said: 
“We left Montauk Point with 47 men. 
leav ing Corp oral Morley and Priv ates 
Holloway , Pair, Gilson, Hoff, Henry 
and Eck in th e h osp ital at Camp Wikoff. 
Wh en we reach ed Long island it was 
found th at Ira Mnsh msh and Joh n C. 
D. MeKinnon were p laced in th e Red 
Cross h osp ital. Priv ate Mite left ns at 
Clev eland to go to h is h ome, wh ile 
Priv ates Seorist and Millsack got off at 
Wellsv ille, leav ing ns with 41 men wh en 
we arriv ed h ere. 
“Th e members of th e comp any are all 
in v ery good condition, considering th e 
h ardsh ip s th ey h av e undergone, and we 
h av e no ill men with ns. Th e journey 
was long and monotonous, but we met 
with sp lendid treatment at ev ery p lace. 
Th ere was enough stuff p ut aboard onr 
train to feed th e wh ole Fifth army 
corp s for th ree weeks. 
Yon see th at 
basket th ere filled with bottles? Well, 
th ey were all giv en to ns at one station 
filled with h ot soup , and I tell y on it 
tasted good. 
We h ad ice cream, cake, 
caramels and ev ery th ing p c^ible good 
to eat, and (x >nld not h av e fared better. 
"We h ad one day coach and one 
sleep er and arriv ed in Clev eland at 4:30 
th is morning, as near as I can tell, and 
left th ere at 7 :30 for h ome,and I tell y ou 
th e boy s were h ap p y . Wh en we arriv ed 
h t Alliance Comp any K left th e train 
and receiv ed a roy al welcome. Th eir 
cars are still attach ed to th e train. 
“Th e boy s are all glad to get h ome 
h h d could h ardly wait until th ey arriv ed 
h ome.” 
Wh en th e train arriv ed at Jeth ro 
*h any ex p ressions of joy were h eard on 


ev ery side, and as each familiar sigh t 
greeted th e ey es of th e boy s th ey could 
scarcely control th eir feelings. 
Tuesday morning, Ap ril 26, Comp any 
E march ed away from th e city amid 
tears and ch eers. Since th at time th e 
comp any h as been camp ed at Camp 
Bush nell, Camp Alger and last in th e 
h ills near Santiago. Th ey were strong, 
h ealth y looking boy s th at march ed away 
but many of th em h av e returned broken 
down in h ealth , and but few p resented 
th e stalwart ap p earance th ey did wh en 
th ey left th e city . 
In th e comp any 
th ree death s h av e occurred, Priv ate O. 
J. Eddy died and was buried at sea on 
th e h omeward journey , wh ile Francis 
Smith , wh o was left beh ind in Cuba 
was a v ictim of y ellow fev er, and found 
h is last resting p lace th ere. Priv ate 
Switzer liv ed to reach th e ones h e lov ed 
in th is city before going to h is last re­ 
ward. 
Th e Eigh th Oh io regiment wh en it 
left th e st%te h ad 1,826 men, but only 
748 were counted up on th e return 
journey . Twenty of th em found th eir 
last h ome in Cuba, wh ile 200 sick were 
sent h ome on furlough s and 100 re 
mained in th e h osp itals at Montauk 
Point. Th e remainder are in th e Long 
Island and New York h osp itals, nine 
h av ing been sent to th e h osp itals after 
th e regiment started for h ome. 
Th e first section of th e train from 
Montauk was in ch arge of Colonel Hard 
and consisted of Comp anies F and L, 
Canton ; H, of Sh reev e; A, of Bucy rus; 
D, of Wooster; and M, of Mansfield. 
Th is section carried 100 sick men in 
ch arge of th e regimental surgeon wh o 
rep orts th at all th e boy s are doing 
nicely . 
Lieutenant Colonel Dick h ad ch arge 
of th e second section and in it were 
Comp anies B, of Akron; O, of Ash land; 
E, of th is city ; G, of W adsworth ; I, of 
Canton ; and K, of Alliance. 
In regard to th e 45 men left beh ind a 
New York sp ecial say s: 
“Th e 45 men of th e Eigh th Oh io Voi 
nnteers wh o were taken in ch arge by 
members of th e Red Cross at Long 
Island City last nigh t, being unable to 
continue with th eir regiment on th eir 
journey 
h ome 
from Camp Wikoff, 
p assed a fairly comfortable nigh t. 
“Today eigh t of th e men were taken 
in ambulances to St. Joh n’s h osp ital. 
Long Island City , and ten were sent 
ov er to h osp itals in New York. 
Th e 
oth ers will remain at th e Lond Island 
City Red Cross station until th ey can 
regain strength suflftcient to warrant 
th em in resuming th eir journey .” 
A Sp ecial from Erie say s: 
“At 1:40 th is morning th e last of th e 
th ree sections bearing th e Eigh th Oh io 
left th e city . Th e regiment’s sick were 
carried in sp ecial Pullman cars mainly 
in th e last section and number about 
230, many of wh om are conv alescent. 
Th e trip from New York h as been a 
p leasant one and in an interv iew Col­ 
onel Hard said th at h e h ad no fault to 
find with th e sp eed with wh ich th e reg­ 
iment was being h arried h ome. Th e 
sick h av e suffered but little owing to 
th e cooler weath er. Th e well members 
of th e command grow more and more 
ch eerful as th ey ap p roach Oh io soil. 
Sev eral said th at much of th e sickness 
was due t o th e fact th at as soon as th ey 
reach ed Montauk many of th em ate im­ 
p rop er food in large quantities.

The Spanish peasant belabors his ass for 
the same reasons that Malebranche kick­ 
ed his dog—because he has not learned 
to see in it a being organised to feel 
pain in the same way as himself.

ColnmbuB Covington, a colored man 
abont 50 years old, who fonght with the 
Insurgents in Onha for abont two years, 
18 in the city. 
He was seen by a re­ 
porter yesterday afternoon, and in tell­ 
ing of his ex perience daring his stay on 
the island, said : 
“ I went to Cuba with the ex pecta­ 
tion of fighting, and was sncce-ssful in 
my attempt. When I landed in Cuba 
I weighed 186 ponnds and when I 
arrived in the United States last May I 
weighed 187 pounds. 
It was not long 
until I enlisted with the insurgents. 
They were a brave lot of fellows and 
thought nothing of danger. They were 
fighting for their freedom and with the 
help of the American forces they were 
enabled to aooomplish their fight. I 
was in a regiment of insorgnats which 
were under the leadership of General 
Garcia. 
He is an old fighter, and is 
now, I believe, abont 84 years old. The 
regiment was camped in a moontain in 
the province of Havana, about 150 miles 
south of the town of that name. The 
general had his headquarters surrounded

Abont 100 Spaniards would then 
come out to battle, and they would soon 
be surrounded by the insurgents. Of 
course soch fights would be won by the 
Cubans, as they outnumbered the Span­ 
ish four to one.

Columbus Covington, a colored man 
about 50 year® old, who fought with the 
insurgents in Cuba for about two years, 
is in the city. 
He was seen by a re­ 
porter yesterday afternoon, and in tell­ 
ing of his experience during his stay on 
the island, m id: 
“ I went to Cuba w ith the expecta 
tion of fighting, and was successful in 
my attempt. W hen I landed in Cuba 
I weighed 186 pounds and when I 
arrived in the United States last May I 
weighed 187 pounds. It was not long 
until I enlisted with the insurgents. 
They were a brave lot of fellows and 
thought nothing of danger. They were 
fighting for their freedom and with the 
help of the American forces they were 
enabled to accomplish their fight. I 
was in a regiment of insurgents which 
were under the leadership of General 
Garcia. 
He is an old fighter, and is 
now, I believe, about 84 years old. The 
regim ent was camped in a mountain in 
the province of Havana, about 150 miles 
south of the town of that name. The 
general had his headquarters surrounded 
by 
three 
lines 
of 
pickets, 
and 
it 
was 
almost 
next 
to 
im 
possible 
to 
have 
an 
audience 
w ith him unless your business was very 
urgent. 
Encamped about the same 
mountain were thousands of Spaniards 
and hardly a day passed but w hat there 
was a battle. The insurgents would be 
out on scout duty in numbers of from 55 
to 66 and would discharge their rifles at 
random which would draw the Spanish 
fire. About IOO Spaniards would then 
come out to battle, and they would soon 
be surrounded by the insurgents. Of 
course such fights would be won by the 
Cubans, as they outnumbered the Span­ 
ish four to one. 
W hen the battle ship Maine was lost 
in Havana harbor we heard the news 
about ll o’clook the following morning. 
The camp was immediately thrown into 
a state of excitement, and all suspected 
Spanish work. 
Of course we never 
heard the direct cause. 
No. General Weyler was not the man 
he is claimed to be. 
As a rule he 
was always boasting of 
w hat 
he 
would 
do, 
but 
it 
was 
all 
He 
was 
riding 
through 
some 
of 
the 
outlying 
country 
in April 
with several members of his staff.wheu, 
without any warning, they ran upon a 
band of Cubans. They turned their 
horses and made for Havana as fast as 
possible, 
and while in 
their flight 
W eyler’s hone was shot from under 
him . He never made any more boasts, f 
and we learned very little of him after 
th at.” 
Mr. Covington is a colored man and 
is well known in this place. 
After he 
came from Cuba he went to Cleveland 
w here he remained until he came to 
Liverpool last week.

Egypt, Talavera, Salamanca, Vittoria, 
the Pyrenees, Orthes, "Waterloo—were 
gained by English generals, and won, 
for th’e most part, by English soldiers. 
Even at Fontenoy, the greatest victory of 
which France can boast since Hastings, 
every regiment in the French army was 
on their own admission routed by the 
terrible English column, and victory 
was snatched from its grasp solely from 
want of support on the part of the 
Dutch and Austrians.— Alison’s “ Life 
of M arlborough.”

Colo tubus Covington, a colored man 
about 50 years old, who fought with the 
insurgents in Cuba for about two years, 
is in the city. 
He was seen by a re­ 
porter yesterday afternoon, and in tell­ 
ing of his experience during his stay on 
the island, said: 
•'I went to Cuba with the expecta­ 
tion of fighting, and was successful in 
my attempt. 
When I landed in Cuba 
I weighed 186 pounds and when I 
arrived iu the United States last May I 
weighed 187 pounds. 
It was not long 
until I enlisted with the insurgents. 
They were a brave lot of fellows and 
tbonght nothing of danger. 
They were 
fighting for their freedom and with the 
help of the American forces they were 
enabled to accomplish their fight. I 
was in a regiment of insurgents which 
were under the leadership of General 
Garcia. He is an old fighter, and is 
now, I believe, about 84 years old. The 
regiment was camped in a mountain in 
the province of Havana, about 150 miles 
south of the town of that name. The 
general had his headquarters surrounded 
by

of 
pickets, 
and 
it 
was 
almost 
next 
to 
im* 
possible 
to 
have 
an 
audience 
with him unless your business was very 
urgent. 
Encamped about the same 
mountain were thousands of Spaniards 
and hardly a day passed but what there 
was a battle. The insurgents would be 
out on scout duty in numbers of from 55 
to 65 and would discharge their rifles at 
random whioh would draw the Spanish 
fire. About IOO Spaniards would then 
come out to battle, and they would soon 
be surrounded by the insurgents. Of 
course such fights would be won by the 
Cubans, as they outnumbered the Span­ 
ish four to one. 
When the battle ship Maine was lost 
in Havana harbor we heard the news 
about ll o’clook the following morning. 
The camp was immediately thrown into 
a state of excitement, and all suspected 
Spanish work. 
Of course we never 
heard the direct cause. 
No, General Weyler was not the man 
he is claimed to be. 
As a rule he 
was always boasting of 
what 
he 
Would 
do, 
but 
it 
was 
all 
talk. 
He 
was 
riding 
through 
some 
of 
the 
outlying 
country 
in April 
with several members of his staff,when, 
without any warning, they ran upon a 
band of Cubans. They turned their 
horses and made for Havana as fast as 
possible, 
and while in 
their flight 
Weyler’s horse was shot from under 
him. 
He never made any more boasts, 
and we learned very little of him after 
that.” 
Mr. Covington is a colored man and 
is well known in this place. 
After he 
came from Cuba he went to Cleveland 
where he remained until he came to 
Liverpool last week.

Over Again—Breve Miss W heeler, the 
General Director, Does Not Quail at Her 
Awfhl Experiences. 


The New York W orld’s specif cor­ 
respondent of Santiago, writing under 
the date of Aug. 14, describes the scenes 
in the hospitals there as follows: 
It is in the hospitals in and around 
Santiago where the real tragedy of war 
is to be seen. 
While the fighting went 
on the men who manned the trenches 
under the blazing sun and fierce tropic­ 
al storms did not realize that they had 
physical constitutions delicately con­ 
structed. They began to find it out 
when the Spanish troops a mile distant 
put down their arms in obedience to 
the demand of the United States gov­ 
ernment for their surrender and nature 
began to exact payment for the liber­ 
ties which had been taken with her. 
W ithin five days after the last gun had 
been fired the men tumbled over with 
the calenture fever and various other 
ailments which were frequently mis­ 
taken for yellow fever. 
The Red Gross society was the first 
to establish anything like a systematic 
and intelligent plan of caring for the 
sick. The best and most important hos­ 
pital in Santiago is in a boathouse 
fronting the bay and known as the 
Club Nautica. The general director oil 
the hospital in the Club Nautica is 
Miss Annie Wheeler, a daughter of 
“ Fighting Joe’’ Wheeler. 
Among the 
patients of the hospital she is known 
as “ the angel,’’ and her sweetness and 
sympathetic ministrations justify the 
title conferred by her “ grateful chil 
dren, ” as she calls them. 
At one time there were 170 patients 
crowded in the one large room previous­ 
ly used as a dancing pavilion and on the 
veranda, which extends around the four 
sides of the house. 
The boathouse is 
separated from the shore by a long pon­ 
toon, and is admirably adapted for hos­ 
pital purposes on account of its isola­ 
tion from troops on shore. 
I saw a man there yesterday who had 
me send a letter to his wife in Ohio, 
telling her that “ he was all right and 
coming home soon.’’ An hour later he 
was taken over to the yellow fever hos­ 
pital, and from what Dr. Gonzales told 
me tonight he may never get home at 
all. His case is one of genuine yellow 
fever. He knew he was infected with 
the disease when he dictated the letter. 
He talked to me very frankly about it 
and did not want his wife to know. 
A man who lies on a cot within ten 
feet of the one upon which the Ohio 
man reclined until he was taken across 
the bay has his throat all done up in 
bandages. He tried to decapitate him ­ 
self on Sunday, last while raging with

This pa 
rient, who is a private in a volunteer 
regiment, staggered up the steps of the 
hospital five days ago and fell at the 
feet of Miss Wheeler and M ra Fannie 
B. Ward. He was put to bed and has 
remained unconscious ever since except 
at rare intervals. Mrs. Ward, who vis­ 
its the hospital for several hours every 
day, sits beside him, and he persists in 
calling her Rosalind, and then goes to 
sleep obediently in answer to the caress 
of her tender hand. Nobody knows 
who he is, but the doctor says he will 
be able to tell all about himself in a few 
days. 
Out on the veranda overlooking the 
bay is a Cuban, one of the few who 
really fought as a loyal ally of the 
United States troops, and therefore an 
interesting Agura Few of the Cubans 
really rendered any service.

sympathetic ministrations justify the 
title conferred by her “ grateful chil 
dren, ” as she calls them. 
At one time there were 170 patients 
crowded in the one large room previous 
ly used as a dancing pavilion and on the 
veranda, which extends around the four 
sides of the house. The boathouse is 
separated from the shore by a long pon­ 
toon, and is admirably adapted for hos­ 
pital purposes on account of its isola­ 
tion from troops on shore. 
I saw a man there yesterday who had 
me send a letter to his wife in Ohio, 
telling her that “ he was all right and 
coming home soon. ” An hour later he 
was taken over to the yellow fever hos­ 
pital, and from what Dr. Gonzales told 
me tonight he may never get home at 
all. His case is one of genuine yellow 
fever. He knew he w’as infected with 
the disease when he dictated the letter. 
He talked to me very frankly about it 
and di*d not want his wife to know. 
A man who lies on a cot within ten 
feet of the one upon which the Ohio 
man reclined until be was taken across 
the bay has his throat all done up in 
bandages. He tried to decapitate him­ 
self on Sunday last while raging with 


None of the other patients object to 
the noise be makes except the man in the 
next cot, who looks about as much a col 
ored man as Wilson himself. He is not, 
though, and when the tan disappears 
he will probably be a good looking 
white man with a brown beard he die 
not have when he left home. This pa 
tient, who is a private in a volunteer

He sometimes breaks out in the middle 
of the night and wakes up the patients 
with the quaint and weird notes of a 
folk song. I heard him sing one the 
night before last. It was the “ Petro- 
nella, ” a provincial song of Spain. The 
music is typically Spanish, with long 
cadences. It sounds like some of the 
crooning songs we heard in old time 
Italian and Spanish operas. One of the 
verses goes this way:

him. 


Y ork, Sept. 8.—The following 
statement, em anating from 
General 
Miles, was given to the reporters on 
board of the Obdam on arriving yester­ 
day. 
It 18 in the form of a k ite r, in 
which General Miles is m entioned in 
tile third person: 
W hile at Porto Rico and during the 
voyage returning on the Obdam, on which 
* teamer were General Miles and staff, two 
battalions of the Second regiment of W is­ 
consin volunteers, I learned the following 
facts concerning the Cuban and Porto 
Rican expeditions. In the first place, let 
nit* say that the war has closed, after be­ 


i n g conducted largely as General Miles 
spited publicly at the beginning of the 
war that it would be. The statem ent was 
publicly made, and a general order was 
issued by him as commander of the Amer­ 
ican army, in which the plan he has 
striven to pursue 
was 
foreshadowed, 
namely, seeking to accomplish results 
with the least possible loss of life. In an 
interview in the latter part of May he 


The United States government is too 
strong, too great and too powerful to com­ 
mit any foolish act in connection with the 
proposed invasion of Cuba.” 
Referring to the proposed rush to the 
fever stricken city of Havana, he said: 
“ No officer is fit to command troops 
who. from any motive whatever, would 
needlessly risk the life of a single soldier, 
either from disease or the bullets of the 
enemy. I have never sacrificed the lives 
of men under my command and do not 
propose to subm it them to any unneces­ 
sary risks in the present campaign.” 
In the order issued to the army at an 
early date, he directed that: 
“Every officer, of whatever grade, will, 
so fur as may be in his power, guard and 
preserve the health and welfare of those 
under his charge. He must labor dili­ 
gently and zealously to perfect himself 
and his subordinates in military drill Hi­ 
nt ruction and discipline, and above all he 
must constantly endeavor by precept and 
example to m aintain tho highest charac­ 
ter. to foster and stimulate that true sol­ 
dierly and patriotic 
devotion to duty 
which must characterize an effective army. 
The principles thus enunciated have 
been zealously observed from the first, 
owing to tile fact that the season tor 
, amp.lignin* fu Cuba had beenexhaimted 
in debates aud delay iii congress and in 
necessary preparations, General Miles was 
opposed to rushing an ill-prepared, undis- 
'ialined and unequipped army in •m ove­ 
ment against the capital of Cuba, defend­ 
ed by 100,000 trained Spanish troops, and 
in this position he stood practically alone 
for several weeks. Havana, Matanzas, 
Santiago and a few other points were 
drawn on his m ilitary map as hotbeds or 
disease, destructive 
to an army, mid

A people who have endured the 
severity of Spanish rule for four centuries 
hail the protection of the great republic. One 
of the richest sections of the country over 
which our flag now floats has been added and 
will be of lasting value to our nation, politi­ 
cally, com m ercially and from a m ilitary or 
strategic point of view. Possession of th a t 
island has also rendered any fu rth e r resist­ 
ance of the Spanish forces in Cuba hopeless, 
and General Miles firm ly believes th a t by fair 
and just treatm ent the people of Cuba can be 
as easy controlled, either as a friendly ally and 
neighbor or to become a p art of our own 
country, as the people of Porto Rico. 
General Miles rem ained in Porto Rico as 
long as he deemed his presence necessary for 
carrying out the wishes of the president, and 
now retu rn s to the U nited States, bringing 
w ith him nearly 5,000 men, who are no longer 
required, there being some 12,000 still rem ain­ 
ing, amply sufficient for all purposes. He re­ 
turns ut once to W ashington, w here he be­ 
lieves he can be m ost useful, as he considers 
the most im portant need of the hour now to 
be the im m ediate reduction of w ar expenses, 
and the retu rn of as large a portion of those 
in the iii Ii ary service as possible to th eir 
form er occupations, w here they are m ost 
needed.

No greater discretion was ever given to any 
general com m anding an arm y, and w hat is 
more, ax will b** observed, he was authorized 
to accept the surrender, which in the interest 
of Ills subordinates, he generously declined to 
do and w ent aw ay leaving all the honor to his 
next in rank, G eneral Shafter.

Another suggestion, arising from the 
great damage which can be done by 
shells, is that

of small rapid fire guns should extend 
throughout the ships. 
Certain parts of 
a battleship can, indeed, be shot away 
without destroying her power to keep 
afloat and use her guns, but great loss 
of life may follow from exploding shells 
in those parts. 
The need of a good steaming radius 
has been emphasized by the war, notably 
by what was demanded of the Oregon 
in her long run, and good bunker ca­ 
pacity w ill be among the leading feat­ 
ures of our future battleships.

superior hardness of the latest armor 
w ill furnish adequate protection from 
plates less thick than the old ones. 
We now have the battleships Iowa, j 
Indiana, 
Oregon, 
Massachusetts and 1 
Texas; building and perhaps to be 
ready by or before the end of next year, 
the Kearsarge, Kentucky, Illinois, Ala­ 
bama and Wisconsin; authorized but 
not laid down, the Maine, Missouri and j 
Ohio. 
As soon as possible this force of 
13 battleships should be made 20, and 
not before 30 are supplied oan our war 
establishment be called satisfactory in 
this type. 
In no particular have the teachings 
of the war been more striking than in 
their demonstration of the value of 
armored cruisers. 
Our only examples 
of this type now are the New York aud 
Brooklyn, but their services during the 
late war were most valuable. 
Of protected cruisers we can hardly 
speak 
too highly, 
considering 
that 
Dewey’s great victory at Manila was 
chiefly won by them. Yet we cannot be 
said to need more of them now. Strong 
in this class before the war, we added 
two of the finest of them, the New Or­ 
leans and the Albany, and some of our 
auxiliary vessels if retained w ill also 
swell the list Besides, the new armor­ 
ed cruisers would be laster than most 
of the protected cruisers. 
The monitors did well by us in the 
war, and the Monterey and Monadnock, 
although intended only for coast de­ 
fense, crossed the Pacific. 
Still, with 
the 6 doable turrets now in commis­ 
sion, the 12 single turrets which have 
been repaired aud made serviceable and 
the 3 war monitors ordered at the last 
session of congress we shall have all of 
this type of vessels immediately needed. 
We incline to think also that when 
the 28 torpedo boats and destroyers, for 
which bids are to be opened at once are 
put under contract, we shall feel rea­ 
sonably equipped in that class. 
We 
shall then have surpassed our original 
torpedo boat programme, and the events ! 
of the recent war have rather tended to I 
diminish the prestige of these craft. 
They have a sphere of great usefulness 
of their own, but in making further ad­ 
ditions to our torpedo flotilla we shall 
probably never feel the need again of 
adding 28 at a single stroke. 
We shall doubtless take care to keep 
ourselves supplied with repair ships 
like the Vulcan, hospital ships like the 
Solace, transports aud colliers. 
It will 
not be surprisug to find that the war 
has evolved some new types of vessel, 
and armored mortar boats for harbors, 
which w ill carry the line of defence by 
heavy mortars out beyond the rouge of 
shore forts, have already been suggest­ 
ed.—New York Sun.

W ith all its superiority in distances 
the heliograph is too uncertain for sole 
reliance. 
A passing cloud is sufficient 
to interrupt the clearest signals, per 
haps in the critical moment of a battle, 
or a sun haze may render invisible the 
rays from the largest mirror, so that at 
any time without a clear atmosphere 
the system is useless. 
It is not known that the heliographio 
system has ever been in use on ship 
board, aud the sea service has nothing 
for daylight signaling that approaches 
its accomplishment in dry atmospheres. 
For night service at sea the fla sh lig h t 
appears to be the best system of signal­ 
ing in all weathers, though on rare oc­ 
casions the long beam of the electric 
searchlight thrown up on the sky has 
proved effective 
for 
communication 
when it was possible by no other means. 
An instance of such use was reported a 
few years ago by two British ship8* 
which while on opposite sides of a high 
promontory nine miles in width opened 
communication with each other by 
means of dot aud dash flashes on the

Company E arrived home shortly after 
noon today and the welcome they re­ 
ceived would make glad the heart of 
any soldier. 
When the train arrived at the station 
folly 6,000 people had gathered to pay 
tribute to the boys who went forth to 
serve their country, and for over four 
months did their duty in a manner that 
won for them the admiration of the peo­ 
ple and made the name of the Eighth 
regiment famous among the list of vol­ 
unteers. 
Shortly after noon the fire bell rang to 
announce to the people that the train 
was coming, and in a short time almost 
every whistle in the town was blowing, 
while the streets were thronged with 
people hurrying to the station. 
The band was present and when the 
train pulled, in played “ Home, Sweet 
Home.” The Red Cross society and 
Sons of Veterans were also present in a 
body. 
It would be impossible to describe the 
scenes at the station. People pushed 
and pulled to get a sight of the ones 
they loved and pandemonium reigned 
supreme. Many eyes were wet with 
tears while others gave way to their joy 
by giving vent to cheer after cheer. 
Captain Hill made no attempt to take 
the company from the train in any­ 
thing like order and the boys were 
given privilege to go where and do what 
they pleased. It was fully half an hour 
before the boys were able to reach 
Second street, and, although, carriages 
had been provided, but few of the boys 
availed themselves of the opportunity 
and were taken home by their loved 
ones. 
Many of them had grown full beards 
since they left the city and were not 
recognized by even their nearest rela­ 
tives and many pathetic scenes were en­ 
acted. 
A number of persons went to Wells­ 
ville and boarded the train at that 
point, and were given a hearty welcome 
by the boys. Between here and that 
city the residents of every house were 
ont waving handkerchiefs and flags. To 
a representative of the N e w s R e v ie w 
Captain Hill said: 
“We left Montauk Point with 47 men. 
leaving Corporal Morley and Privates 
Holloway, Fair, Gilson, Hoff, Henry 
and Eek in the hospital at Camp Wikoff. 
When we reached Long island it was 
found that Ira Mnshrush and John O. 
D. MeKinnon were placed in the Red 
Cross hospital. Private Mite left as at 
Cleveland to go to his home, while 
Privates Seorist and Millsack got off at 
Wellsville, leaving us with 41 men when 
we arrived here. 
“The members of the company are all 
in very good condition, considering the 
hardships they have undergone, and we 
have no ill men with os. The journey 
was long and monotonous, but we met 
with splendid treatment at every place. 
There was enough stuff put aboard our 
train to feed the whole Fifth army 
corps for three weeks. 
You see that 
basket there filled with bottles? Well, 
they were all given to us at one station 
filled with hot soup, and I tell you it 
tasted good. 
We had ice cream, cake, 
caramels and everything possible good 
to eat, and could not have fared better. 
“We had one day coach and one 
Bleeper and arrived in Cleveland at 4 :30 
this morning, as near as I can tell, and 
left there at 7 :80 for home,and I tell you 
the boys were happy. When we arrived 
ftt Alliance Company K left the train 
a&d received a royal welcome. Their 
cars are still attached to the train. 
“The boys are all glad to get home 
and could hardly wait until they arrived 
home.” 
When the train arrived at Jethro 
many expressions of joy were heard on 


every side, and as each familiar sight 
greeted the eyes of the boys they could 
scarcely control their feelings. 
Tuesday morning, April 26, Company 
E marched away from the city amid 
tears and cheers. Since that time the 
company has been camped at Camp 
Bushnell, Camp Alger and last in the 
hills near Santiago. They were strong, 
healthy looking boys that marched away 
but many of them have returned broken 
down in health, and but few presented 
the stalwart appearance they did when 
they left the city. 
In the company 
three deaths have occurred, Private O. 
J. Eddy died and was buried at sea on 
the homeward journey, while Francis 
Smith, who was left behind in Cuba 
was a victim of yellow fever, and found 
his last resting place there. Private 
Switzer lived to reach the ones he loved 
in this city before going to his last re­ 
ward. 
The Eighth Ohio regiment when it 
left the Btqte had 1,326 men, but only 
743 were counted upon the return 
journey. Twenty of them found their 
last home in Cuba, while 200 sick were 
sent home on furloughs and IOO re­ 
mained in the hospitals at Montauk 
Point. The remainder are in the Long 
Island and New York hospitals, nine 
having been sent to the hospitals after 
the regiment started for home. 
The first section of the train from 
Montauk was in charge of Colonel Hard 
and consisted of Companies F and L, 
Canton ; H, of Shreeve; A, of Bucyrus; 
D, of Wooster; and M, of Mansfield. 
This section carried IOO sick men in 
charge of the regimental surgeon who 
reports that all the boys are doing 
nicely. 
Lieutenant Colonel Dick had charge 
of the second section and in it were 
Companies B, of Akron ; C, of Ashland ; 
E, of this city ; G, of W adsworth; I, of 
Canton ; and K, of Alliance. 
In regard to the 45 men left behind a 
New York special says : 
The 45 men of the Eighth Ohio Vol 
unteers who were taken in charge by 
members of the Red Cross at Long 
Island City last night, being unable to 
continue with their regiment on their 
journey 
home 
from Camp Wikoff, 
passed a fairly comfortable night. 
“ Today eight of the men were taken 
in ambulances to St. John’s hospital, 
Long Island City. and ten were sent 
over to hospitals in New York. 
The 
others will remain at the Lond Island 
City Red Cross station until they can 
regain strength sufficient to warrant 
them in resuming their journey.” 
A Special from Erie says ; 
“ At 1:40 this morning the last of the 
three sections bearing the Eighth Ohio 
left the city. The regiment’s sick were 
carried in special Pullman cars mainly 
in the last section and number about 
280, many of whom are convalescent. 
The trip from New York has been a 
pleasant one and in an interview Col­ 
onel Hard said that he had no fault to 
find with the speed with which the reg­ 
iment was being hurried home. The 
sick have suffered but little owing to 
the cooler weather. The well members 
of the command grow more and more 
cheerful as they approach Ohio soil. 
Several said that much of the sickness 
was due to the fact that as soon as they 
reached Montauk many of them ate im­ 
proper food in large quantities.

"I went to Cuba with the expecta­ 
tion of fighting, and was successful in 
my attempt. 
When I landed in Cuba 
I weighed 186 pounds and when I 
arrived in the United States last May I 
weighed 187 pounds.

until I enlisted with the insurgents. 
They were a brave lot of fellows and 
thought nothing of danger. 
They were 
fighting for their freedom and with the 
help of the American forces they were 
enabled to accomplish their fight.

Important developments in the plans 
or an American cable, connecting the 
oew possesions of the U nited States in 
. 6 ac,fic w ith San Francisco and w ith 
branches to Japan and Australia, were 
decided upon the other day at a m eet­ 
ing of the directors of the Pacific Cable 
company in the office of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., New York. 
It has already been told how plans 
nave been matured for the laying of a 
cable starting at San 
Francisco and 
touching at Honolulu am. Nalan island. 
in the Caroline group, from which a 
spur will run to Australia, the main 
line continuing to Guam, in the La 
drones, and then branching again, one 
spur running to Manila and the other 
to Yokohama or Tokyo. 
It has been decided to add to this a 
duplicate system, starting at San Fran­ 
cisco and running up the Pacific coast 
to Sitka, in Alaska, touching again at 
the Aleutian islands and connecting 
with the other line in Japan. 
The directors decided to begin work 
at once on surveys for this line, and 
James A. Scrymser, president of the 
Pacific Cable company, has started for 
Vancouver, whence he will sail for Ja­ 
pan. 
The object of his trip is to make con­ 
tracts with the Japanese government 
and to obtain from it a subsidy of at 
least $ 100,0 0 0, for which in return the 
government of Japan w ill have free 
telegraph privileges for 20 years. 
A contract, which, however, did not 
carry any subsidy with it, was signed 
by the Hawaiian government on July 
2, and a bill introduced by Represen ta 
tive 
Bennett 
granting a subsidy of 
$ 10 0 ,0 0 0 has progressed to a favorable 
report in congress, and w ill be regularly 
poshed when congress reassembles. 
J. E. L. Baylies, vice president of 
the company, has said that be expected 
at least $230,000 or $275,000 from the 
American government in consideration 
of the fact that the proposed cable will 
touch all tile new American possessions 
The cost of the Sitka and Aleutian 
islands branch cannot be determined 
until surveys are made, but the south 
em route, connecting the new island 
possessions of the United States, with 
spurs to Australia and Japan, will cost 
about $10,000,000. 
It w ill involve tne 
laying of about 10,000 miles of cable

The New York World’s special cor­ 
respondent of Santiago, writing under 
the date of Aug. 14, describes the scenes 
in the hospitals there as follows: 
It is in the hospitals in and around 
Santiago where the real tragedy of war 
is to be seen. 
While the fighting went 
on the men who maimed the trendies 
under the blazing sun and fierce tropic­ 
al storms did not realize that they had 
physical constitutions delicately con­ 
structed. 
They began to find it out 
when the Spanish troops a mile distant 
put down their arms in obedience to 
the demand of the United States gov­ 
ernment for their surrender and nature 
began to exact payment for the liber­ 
ties which had been taken with her. 
Within five days after the last gun had 
been fired the men tumbled over with 
the calenture fever and various other 
ailments w'bich were frequently m is­ 
taken for yellow fever. 
The Red Cross society was the first 
to establish anything like a systematic 
aud intelligent plan of caring for the 
sick. The best aud most important hos 
pi tai in Santiago is in a boathouse 
fronting the bay and known as the 
Club Nautica. 
The general director of 
the hospital in the d a b Nautica is 
Miss Annie Wheeler, a daughter of 
“ Fighting Joe” Wheeler* 
Among the 
patients of the hospital she is known 
as “ the angel,” and her sweetness and 
sympathetic ministrations justify the 
title conferred by ber “ grateful chil­ 
dren, ” as she calls them. 
At one time there were 170 patients 
crowded in the one large room previous­ 
ly used as a dancing pavilion and on the 
veranda, which extends around the four 
sides of the house. 
The boathouse is 
separated from the shore by a long pon 
toon, and is admirably adapted for hos­ 
pital purposes on account of its isola 
tion from troops on shore. 
I saw a man there yesterday who bad 
me send a letter to his wife in Ohio, 
telling her that “ he was all right aud 
ooxning home soon.” 
An hour later he 
was taken over to the yellow fever hos 
pital, and from what Dr. Gonzales told 
me tonight he may never get home at 
all. 
His case is one of gennine yellow 
fever. 
He knew he was infected with 
the disease when he dictated the letter 
He talked to me very frankly about it 
and did not want his wife to know. 
A man who lies on a cot withiu ten 
feet of the one upon which the Ohio 
man reclined until he was taken across 
the bay has his throat all done up in 
bandages. 
He tried to decapitate him 
self on Sunday last while raging with 


delirium wnioii tne calenture brings t< 
paralyze brain and body. The surgeons 
have sewed up his throat and noble lit 
tie Miss Wheeler is nursing him back 
to life for the w ife and three children 
who are waiting for him back in New 
Hampshire. There is another man there 
— Wilson of 
the 
Ninth cavalry—a 
splendid tyjie of the colored trooper 
He thrashes about his narrow cot with 
calentura, and awakes the echoes of tile 
day aud night with reciting the dra 
mat ic incidents connected with the 
charge of San .luau hill. 
He says as if 
to a companion: “ That s my Spaniard, 
Sandy, 
I ’m going to have him. 
You 
take that fellow in the tree.” 
Wilson 
has a strong constitution, and will 
probably get well. 
None of the other patients object to 
the noise he makes except the man in the 
next cot, who looks about as much a col­ 
ored man as Wilson himself. 
He is not, 
though, and when the tan disappears 
he w ill probably be a good looking 
white man with a brown beard ho did 
not have when he left home. 
This pa­ 
tient, who is a private in a volunteer 
regiment, staggered up the steps of the 
hospital five days ago and fell at the 
feet of Miss Wheeler and Mrs. Fannie 
B. Ward. 
He was put to bed and has 
remained unconscious ever since except 
at rare intervals. Mrs. Ward, who vis­ 
its the hospital for several hours every 
day, sits beside him, and he persists in 
calling her Rosalind, and then goes to 
sleep obediently in answer to the caress 
of her tender hand. 
Nobody knows 
who he is, but the doctor says he w ill 
be able to tell all about himself in a few 
days. 
Out on the veranda overlooking the 
bay is a Cuban, one of the few who 
really fought as a loyal ally of the 
United States troops, and therefore an 
interesting Agura 
Fow of the Cubans 
really rendered any service. 
This Cu­ 
ban, who has an uriprononneable name, 
suffers from a Manser rifle ball in his 
right breast, which renders him doubly 
interesting. 
He is musically inclined. 
He sometimes breaks oat iii the middle 
of the night aud wakes ap the patients 
witii tile quaint and weird notes of a 
folk song. 
I heard him sing one the 
night before last. 
It was the “ Petro- 
uella, ’’ a provincial song of Spain. The 
innsio is typically Spanish, with long 
cadences. 
It sounds like some of the 
crooning songs we heard in old time 
Italian aud Spanish operas. 
One of the 
verses goes this w ay: 
Oh, how limpid the women sre-e-a-e; 
They run at the wight of a little ra t— 
A little rat-t-t-t t ; 
But of a man, who in more dangerous, 
More dangerous «*-*•*, 
They are not afraid.
